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OPINION 809 

THUNNUS SOUTH, 1845 (PISCES): VALIDATED UNDER THE 
PLENARY POWERS 

RULING.—(1) Under the plenary powers the generic name Thinnus S. D. 
W[ood?], 1837, is hereby suppressed for the purposes of the Law of Priority 
but not for those of the Law of Homonymy. 

(2) The generic name Thunnus South, 1845 (gender: masculine), type-species, 
by tautonymy, through Thynnus Cuvier, 1817, Scomber thymus Linnaeus, 1758, 
is hereby placed on the Official List of Generic Names in Zoology with the 
Name Number 1754. 

(3) The specific name thynnus Linnaeus, 1758, as published in the binomen 
Scomber thynnus (type-species of Thunnus South, 1845) is hereby placed on the 
Official List of Specific Names in Zoology with the Name Number 2194. 

(4) The following generic names are hereby placed on the Official Index of 
Rejected and Invalid Generic Names in Zoology with the Name Numbers 
specified: 

(a) Thynnus Cuvier, 1817 (a junior homonym of Thynnus Fabricius, 1775) 

(Name No. 1902); 

(b) Thinnus S. D. W[ood?], 1837 (as suppressed under the plenary powers 

in (1) above) (Name No. 1903). 

(5) The family-group name thunninae E. C. Starks, 1910 (type-genus 
Thunnus South, 1845) is hereby placed on the Official List of Family-Group 
Names in Zoology with the Name Number 422. 

(6) The family-group name thinninae G. P. Whitely, 1955 (type-genus 
Thinnus S. D. W[ood ?], 1837) (invalid because the name of its type-genus has 
been suppressed under the plenary powers) is hereby placed on the Official 
Index of Rejected and Invalid Family-Group Names in Zoology with the Name 
Number 431. 


HISTORY OF THE CASE (Z.N.(S.) 1652) 

The present case was submitted to the office of the Commission by Dr. 
Bruce B. Collette and Dr. Robert H. Gibbs in May 1964. The application was 
sent to the printer on 13 July 1964 and was published on 31 December 1964 in 
Bull. zool. Nomencl. 21 : 442-443. Public Notice of the possible use of the 
plenary powers in the present case was given in the same part of the Bulletin as 
well as to the other prescribed serial publications (Constitution Art. 12b; 
Bull. zool. Nomencl. 21 : 184) and to one specialist serial. 

The application was supported by Prof. E. Tortonese, Prof. C. Richard 
Robins, Prof. D. P. de Sylva, Dr. W. L. Klawe, Dr. J. S. Ramsey, Prof. Don L. 
Frizzell, Prof. G. A. Moore, Prof. Milton R. Curd, Dr. Thomas W. McKenney, 
Prof. Th. Monod, Dr. S. Jones and by the Nomenclature Committee of the 
American Society of Ichthyologists and Herpetologists (by a unanimous vote).
